Because of the peculiar conditions existing in this Department 
since the close of World War II, it is deemed necessary to cover in this 
report a brief relation of the activities in this Department from 1 May 
1946, at which time the undersigned assumed the duties of The Adjutant 
General, to 31 December 1947. | | 


The allocation of National Guard troops to the State of New 
Mexico by the War Department (National Guard Bureau) was accepted in 
April 1946 by the Governor of New Mexico, The acceptance of this allo- 
cation, in a strength of 4028 officers and men, was made contingent 
upon (a) the adoption of Universal Military Training, and (b) Federal 
assistance in an armory construction program. National Guard prewar 
gtrength in this State approximated 1500 officers and men, 


The New Mexico State Guard, which had been active throughout the 
war years, was inactivated 30 June 1946, All property accounts have been 
closed and a final settlement negotiated with the Federal government, 
without cost to the individuals in the State Guard or to the State. Few 
states have to date reached a final settlement in these matters. 


After exhaustive study it was decided to allot National Guard

The need now is for adequate housing for National Guard units in 
the State. No armory facilities are available at Clayton, Portales, Artesia, 
Hobbs, Lordsburg, Belen, Farmington, Carlsbad or Hot Springs. Units organ- 
ized in these communities are presently housed in whatever makeshift facil- 
ities could be leased or rented. 


Existing armories at Las Cruces, Roswell, las Vegas and Albuquerque 
are not adequate for the units allocated thereto. At Las Vegas and Albu- 
querque the situation has been solved temporarily by housing units in 
State-owned or State leased war-time facilities. 


A realistic approach to this problem must be made by the next legis= 
lature, There is a possibility that Federal aid may be made available. 


This Department will prepare a suggested program for consideration by the 
next legislature, 3
